The agreement was said to 
include a British promise to 
pay 8.64 per cent of the 
market’s annua] budget dur¬ 
ing the first year of British 
membership - 1973. 

The budget is expected to 
total slightly more than 33 
billion that year.

Hopes for a home-grown Canadian constitution 
in the near future were dashed early today when 
Quebec Premier Robert Bourasaa said that his gov¬ 
ernment cannot accept the constitutional charter 
wqrked out last week at Victoria. 

Prime Minister Trudeau had said rejection by 
Ottawa or any of the 10 provincial administrations 
would end such talks “for a while.” 

The governments had been given until June 28 
to reach a decision. Actual terms of the charter—how 
it would bring home the constitution and the formula 
for amendment—have not been revealed 

The Quebec statement was released after lengthy 
meetings between the premier and the Liberal caucus 
and his cabinet.

The rejected charter contained a formula to 
amend the 104-year-old British North American Act 
and to do so in Canada. 

Opposition to the charter had been strong and 
outspoken in the predominantly French-speaking 
province and Bourassa acted m the face of growing 
public resentment.

LONDON (CPI Anglo- 
Soviet diplomatic relations 
slumjied Tuesday as London 
kicked out two Soviet diplo¬ 
mats for alleged spying and 
Moscow retaliated against 
two British representatives , 
for unspecified misconduct.

topics. 

Earlier. British authorities 
had expressed hope that the 
defection rrf Fedoseyev, des¬ 
cribed in some quarters as a 
Soviet electronics professor 
not directly involved in Rus¬ 


sian satellites or sputniks, 
would have no impact on 
Anglo-Soviet relation*. 

These authorities maintain 
that Fedoseyev, who went to 
France as part of an 80-man 
.Soviet delegation to the Paris 
Air Show last month, came to 
Britain of his own free will. 

Soviet Ambassador Mikhail 
Smirnovsky had asked the 
foreign office Monday that a 
member of his staff he 
allowed to interview the 52- 
year-old scientist. But a 
foreign office official said 
Fedoseyev declined the invi¬ 
tation. 

However, even before the 
Fedoseyev affair was form¬ 
ally confirmed by the foreign 
office, Britain privately ad¬ 
vised Moscow on June 18 that 
two Russian diplomats here 
would be given two weeks' 
notice to quit the country 
because they had been de¬ 
tected "in active intelligence 
oi»erations against the United 
Kingdom." 

The two Russians were

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An Uncomfortable Clue 


■ENVIRONMENT MINISTER Jack Davis’ strong 
^ opposition to the shipping of Alaskan oil 
through the Strait of Juan de Fuca, and the report 
to the same effect by the House of Commons 
environment committee headed by Esquimau- 
Saanich MP David Anderson, are sure to raise 
cheers on the weBt coast of Canada. ( ;.We have 
nothing to gain from the proposed traffic, 
Potentially, we have much to lose. The minister 
and the committee can’t go wrong in opposing the 
tanker route vigorously. But the effect of their 
words should not be overestimated. 

Mr. Davis suggests that the large tankers 
which may transport oil from Alaska should not he 
brought past Victoria "when scenic values and the 
recreational potential of this tight little wonderland 
could be destroyed ... in a matter of hours." He 
proposes Instead that the ships should use the high 
seas to deliver the oil to California, and that 
■Washington state plants should continue to reflnp 
Canadian oil, a seemingly sensible plan but one 
;that still entails the risk of oil spills off the coast of 
British Columbia. 

Mr. Anderson’s committee, for its part, 
recommends that the Canadian government 
vigorously oppose the oil tanker route^*from 
Valdez, Alaska, to the inland waters of Washing¬ 
ton state. It expresses the opinion that "the very 
best of cleanup procedures are likely to be only 
partially effective due to the pronounced current 
and tidal effect in the area.” And it finds that oil 
spills are “inevitable" and will result in substantial 


damage to Canadians even If they occur In U.S. 
waters. * ' , 

It was gratifying that when External Affairs 
Minister Mitchell Sharp and Mr. Davis raised 
similar points recently at a luncheon with U.S. 
State Secretary William Rogers in Washington, 
Mr. Rogers thought that It was “a serious 
problem" according to Mr. Sharp. Further, the 
minister told the Commons that he was satisfied 
that Canada’s views were being made known “In a 
way as to have a bearing on United States 
consideration of the matter before final decisions 
are made," and that Canada and the United States 
would undertake special studies of the pollution 
threat posed by east and west coast international 
tanker routes. 

But it Is noteworthy that coincidentally, the 
U.S. secretary of the interior, Rogers Morton, who 
will be responsible for deciding on a permit for the 
Alaskapipelinetanker route, was pooh-poohing 
the dangers of tanker accidents in partly enclosed 
wesl coast waters, calling environmentalists', fears 
exaggerated. 

“I think we have the technology to do it 
safely," Mr. Morton said In Seattle. “There Is no 
reason we can’t. You had 530 tankers in Puget 
Sound last year. You wouldn't get many more if 
oil is shipped from Valdez." 

This, of course, Is to overlook the difference 
between smaller tankers and super tankers, not 
only In the dimensions of possible spills but in 
manoeuvrability. It seems to give a clue, however, 
lo the weight that may he given lo Canada's 
concern. 


Moaning Low 


i-pHE NEWS REPORT said: "Most of the re- 
1 cently gloomy and rainy skies will be trans¬ 
formed to blue over the next 30 days, the 
Meteorological Office confidently predicted yes¬ 
terday.” 

And It went on to warm the cockles of chilled 
hearts with a long-range forecast suggesting that 
over the next 30 days southern districts can expect 
much drier weather than of late and “a good deal 
of dry weather everywhere, with only the 
occasional thunder cloud to darken the horizon.” 

The only trouble is the news report was on 
Page 1 of llie Times of London and the note of 
optimism It sounded was for Britain alone. 

Statistics to the contrary, the weather In this 
part of the world has been particularly pesky so 
far this year and, although there was some 
warmth of sun on the first official day of summer, 
the accumulation of poor days has given good 
reason for all of the complaints that are being 
heard. 

And, shudder the thought, the word is getting 
around that more of the same is in the offing. 


In Britain, as In this area, the weatherman 
gets the blame for the unfriendliness of the 
elements. But it hasn't reached a point here where 
discontinuing the forecasting service Is suggested. 
A Labor MP In Britain has. He has tabled a 
parliamentary question on Inaccuracies of 30-day 
predictions and whether they should be “packed 
up.” 

Weather forecasting Is a difficult science. A 
few miles difference In a track of air can affect the 
outlook drastically. And In British Columbia they 
say that the unexpectedness of changes In 
conditions is second only to the vagaries of the land 
of the Himalayas.' e * 

So the weatherman should be pitied more than 
censured, although he might be more popular if he 
sang a happier tune at times, throwing his 
scientific data out the window — If he can stand 
the draught. 

And as far as that British news report is 
concerned, let’s be big about It and wish them all 
the luck In th* world. m

An Undiplomatic Ambassador Replaced

Beliakov hits been re pi a mi 
after nerving only six months 
as S o v i e I ambassador to 
Finland. Behind that curioua 
event lies a tale of Russian 
interference in Finnish 
affairs, confusion in the 
Kremlin and the sight of

within the party Increased, 
and finally in March Hip 
C ommunists were forced out 
of the government.

diguing among the trades • 
unions Using Ids influence 
with the isjwerful Communist 
factions in the Finnish trades 
union movement, he tried to 
engineer a general strike.

Doctors Urged 
To Lead 
Morals Crusade

"People think that taHdng about venareal disease settles 
everything. That’s baloney. We’ve got to talk about morals." 

With that, Dr. Gordon Bates, an 85-year-old dynamo, 
•attied in to an interview that turned Instead into a two-hour 
disquisition on modern mores, ths evils of the welfare state 
end the need for preventive medicine. 

Dr. Bates is general director of the Health League of 
Canada, and has been ths moving force in the organization 
since it was founded in 1919 as the National Council for 
Combatting Venereal Disease. Through the organization's 
severs! evolutions, he has remained firmly in control. 

His latest project is a campaign to send letters to all 
physicians in Canada, asking ton- donations to finance e public 
education campaign to fight drug addiction, Illegitimacy end 
venereal disease. 

He sees the campaign as a chance for doctors to 
"rehabilitate themselves," a chance "to unite In taking the 
lead in a crusade to improve our moral standards," and to 
"prevent the indifference which has permitted us to tolerate 
•lientacular increases in bite on*Is of medical care, much of 
which could be avoided if we put our hearts into united action 
to produce rather a sane instead of a permissive and opulent 
society." 

* * * ^ _, 

The physicians, lie says, need rehabilitation because of 
what lie considers to he their indiscriminate prescription of 
penicillin for venereal disease and oral contraceptives, the 
two major factors in what he seee as society’s declining 
moral stale. 

If doctors were moral, he says, auch things as abortion 
nouid lie left up to them- He says he is firmly against 
dissemination of birth control and abortion information to 
junior teenagers, believing that "abortions shouldn't he 
necessary" in a well-informed and moral society. 

Dr. Bates says he believes far too much emphasis is 
placed on curative medicine, which fills hospitals, creates the 
need, for new hospitals and sends medical costa skyrocketing. 
He would rather see the emphasis on prevention, keeping 
people out of hospitals. 


Wiiat lie sees as the over-emphasis on curative medicine, 
lie hlames on welfare-minded politicians and administrators 
who cannot grasp the ooncept of prevention. And he says the 
entire concept of welfare leads to a degree of state control 
which ia totally unacceptable to him. 

Ths disenchantment wilh society displayed by many 
young people today he attributes to lack of parental 
Instruction and lack of morel preaching from the pulpit. 

He saye that what le happening in society today is 
"upsetting to the emotions and the old ideals." 

"Why, the church doesn’t know wrfiere it’s going, either ’’ 
Dr. Bates says he believes that he end the health league 
rsn give direction to society through Us present campaign, 
"by trying to create an informed democracy which may be 
effective in dissolving the clouds of Ignorance, pestilence and 
poverty which have plagued humanity through the dark ages 
of Ilia past."

There could, in fact, lie a 
landslide in favor of Peking. 

I -a*t year the Algerian- 
aponsored resolution calling 
for the admission of Peking 
and the explusion of Taiwan 
resulting in 25 abstentions, 
among them Fiji, Laos, Ma¬ 
laysia and Singapore, while

Even if tiie resolution is 
just as strongly couched this 
year, the gttitude of Britain, 
Canada and Turkey could 
have a decisive influence on 
the waverers. Peking may 
well be admitted, and Taiwan 
expelled, leaving tiie United 
States, Australia, New Zea¬ 
land and Ja|*an in die most 
awkward of policy predica¬ 
ments. 


In the five montin remain¬ 
ing before the vote is taken, 
Washington will no doubt 
continue to exert all possible 
influence on Britain and its 
other allies to stand fjrm 
behind the two-thirds rule. 

But the facts of life are that 
the United States, though still 
jusi as much of a super¬ 
power as ever, no longer has 


the leverage it enjoyed in tha 
past to ensura that even Us 
closest allies will alwayi 
respond to its wishes. 

Nor would there seem to ha 
enough time within the five 
months to come up with an 
effective formula for the 
preservation of some standing 
for Taiwan, whether by the 
creation of additional votes 
for China in the General 
Assembly (along the lines of 
the precedent for the Soviet 
Union, which has independent 


membership for Byelorussia 
and Ukraine), or by the 
recognition at Taiwan Inde¬ 
pendently of China. 

The U.S. dilemma Is com¬ 
pounded by tiie fact that it 
cannot, for its owif*r sake, 
ignore international trends, or 
give the appearance at being 
the last citadel of reaction. 
Yet every new approach it 
makes towards China erodes 
Us chances of keeping its 
friends and allies together in 
support of the two-thirds rule. 
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House Dust Harbors Mites

About half the houses in 
California are infested with 
eight-legged mites, University 
of California at Riverside 
entomologist* report. Fven 
well-kept house* may have 
some. 

M. 8. Mullt, professor of 
entomology, said the miles 
•re Important in allergies and 
have been proved to be a 
factor in bronchial asthma. 

He and a graduate student, 


Roy Furumtzin, found tiie 
infestations of mites in mors 
than 50 per cent of samples of 
house dust collected in 54 of 
California's 58 counties 

The scientists found three 
species of house dust mites in 
California. They are Dema- 
S o p ii a guides ptaroonyssinus, 
D Farinae, and D. Evans!. 
The three together are the 
largest group of organisms 
found in human habitations, 

Mulls said 

Jn English the insects are 
called "house dint" miles 
because that is where they 

V 


live, feed and reproduce. 
Mulls said they especially like 
warm, dusty mattresses 
where they feed on dandruff, 
cuticle end other organic 
material. Other typical places 
are sofas, baseboards, carpets 
end diairs. 

I M. Newell, professor of 
zoology at UCR, said the 
mites art not limited to 
California. He and Millie 
collected samples of house 
dust Jrom other slates and 
from soma foreign countries 
Moat o f them contained 
mites. 


They said samples of dust 
from houses in cities and 
along ths coast contain more 
mites than samples from 
inland and rural districts. 

According to Mulls, 
thorough house cleanings 
minimize the dust and will re¬ 
duce tiie number of mites, but 
mites are found in ell kinds of 
homes, including ones that 
•re well kept. Houses that *r# 
thoroughly dusted often, how¬ 
ever, have fewer mites.

The idea of a freeze on 
municipal taxes for senior 
citizens was put forward 
Monday by Aid.

Clayards suggested taxes op 
property and improvements 
lie stabilised for liiose whose 
incomes are so low they 
qualify for a 8p per-cent sub¬ 
sidy on medicare.

Police Meeting Discussed 

Four-Force 
Talk Next?

A combined meeiing i rt all members of the 
poli<* unions nt the four Greater Victoria muniri- 
liallties may lie held next week to discuss the 
worsening 1971 contract situation, the Colonist 
learned Tuesday. 

The meeting was reported to have been dis¬ 
cussed Tuesday night at a conference of the execu¬ 
tives of the Victoria police union and the Saanich 
police association. 

That conference was called as a result of tha 
Victoria union’s unanimous vole Monday night to 
reject a three-pointy contract offer received earlier 
that day from negotiators for the Victoria police 
commission. -—--- 

One source said the combined meeting might 
take place Tuesday or Wednesday of next week and 
would “talk of all our options.’’ TTiis was taken to 
mean a broad discussion of four-union strategy. 

The Victoria offer was a fvper-cent increase 
for each six months of a Iwo-year contraot cover¬ 
ing 1971 and 1972, plus a concession on vacations, 
'ilia polite union is seeking pay parity with Vancou¬ 
ver—on increase of about 21.8 per (rent—in a one 
year pact. 

Increase Kali mates Differ 

The Victoria offer would increase the pay rate 
of a first-class constable from the present $728 a 
month to $884 July 1, 1972, a boo6t of 21.4 per 
rent. However, union calculations of gross pay in 
life two-year period placed the actual increase in 
earnings at 1.1 per cent. 

That’s the difference between two years of pay 
si $728 a month and two yeans if the policemen 
accepted the four 5-per-cent raises. 

The Victoria union Monday also voted non- 
confidence in the police commission and said it 
would "welcome informed and independent arbitra¬ 
tion.'’ 

Police commission spokesman Edwin E. Peari- 
man said Tuesday the commission will apply for 
a mediation officer and a full B.C'. Mediation Com¬ 
mission hearing if needed. 

Contract talks broke down last week In 
Saanich but police association spokesman Cecil 
Branson said Tuesday flie, members “still haven’t 
lost hope” for negotiations on procedures—thal is, 
whether the dispute will go to mediation or arbitra¬ 
tion.

"With sprue you must not eat any gluten or flour hut all I 
could buy was that yellow flower that 1 would mix with water 
like a gruel. The sprue still comes hack on me. 

"I worked with my father in the sugar cane fields when I 
was six. Then I became a fore caddy and when I was nine I 
was a regular caddy full time. I would get from 35 to 75 cents a 
day and a kick if you lost a hall. I didn't lose a hall In 13 yearn. 
I was very lucky shooting craps. What I won I brought hack to 
my father. And throwing coins. At a distance of 90 feet there is 
nobody In the world can throw a half dollar closer to a line. 

"I was a very good pitcher in Class A baseball. My fattier 
would say, 'I know you can play baseball hut you could never 
make it in golf.’ So I would have to lie a golfer to prove myself 
to my fattier. Afterward he told me he always wanted me to lie 
a golf pro. 

"When I was 19 I went Into the Army, to learn English and 
manners, whioh I had already but did not know It. My father 
had a stroke and could not work. It makes my knee* weak now 
to wonder how we lived, my brother* and siaters. I sent home 
150 a month — my salary waa $72, I was a private — and at 
Ft. Sill In Oklahoma they put me on the golf program where I 
could pley with officers. If I won $3 Nassau I sent that home.

But Henry is now chasing 
the ghost of another right- 
fielder. Henry is almost neck- 
and-neck with Babe Ruth. 
Each hit his 600th home run 
at approximately the same 
age. Henry with 612 need* 
only 26 home runs a year for 
four years lo pass baseball’s 
most unattainable record ofr 
714. 

Ruth was a genius. He 
could do anything with a 
baseball including curve it 
But, chances are, Aaron at 37 
is in far greater physical 
shape than .RlMh was at 37. 
And maybe at 27. 

GREATEST PROBLEM 

But the greatest problem 
Aaron faces now is not 
geriatric, it's psychological. 
He's at that dangerous point 
where a man stops playing 
for a team and starts playing 
for the ages, where victory 
becomes secondary to virtuos¬ 
ity. They come to see Aaron 
hit, not the Braves play. The 
CPA’s In the pres# box take 
over his career. 

I call the malaise the "Cobb 
Syndrome.” The dictionary 
says a "syndrome” is a 
cluster of symptoms that add 
up to define an abnormality. 
In the case of baseball, it 
crops up frequently that a 
gifted ballplayer is ter more 
effective for his team when 
he’s a young man. Study the 
records of any number pf 
great players from Ty Cobh 


to Stan Musial to Roberto 
Clemdnte — and to Willie 
Mays and Henry Aaron. They 
led their teams to pennants 
when they were virtual 
rookies or at least new to the 
league Later in life, when 
they should have been better 
players, the pennants were 
strangely lacking. 

One reason Tor this may he 
that they sneaked up on the 
league and were getting ter 
better pitches to bit as 
youths. But Die suspicion 
works that Cobb may simply 
have begun at some point-in 
time to play for Cobh and wot 
the Detroit Tigers. Suddenly, 
a pennant is nm the issue 
anymore, hut rather the 
athlete's 2000th lifetime run- 
Iwilted-in or his 600th career 
double or some such. 

It's a time when a man 
might tie tempted to coddle 
himself, to sit out second 
games of douhlcvheaders, or 
even first games if a fast- 
balling, wild young right¬ 
hander 1 s throwing. The 
temptation to swing for the 
fences when all (he learn 
neods is a ground hall to the 
right side must lie strong for 
a man who has a chance to 
become an all-time home run 
chamipon. The temptation to 
keep playing when a learn 
would be better off breaking 
in a youngster must he 
powerful also. 

YOU CAN ASK 
yi I asked Aaron about these 
pitfalls of ghost-chasing. 
Henry is die kind of man you 
can ask questions like that. 
He tl* night a lx hU it for a 
moment end said: 

“In the first place, I don’t 
want to be known only for my 
home-run hitting. I’d rather 
be remembered as a player 
who could do other things 
well. If a hunt would win a 
game or a pennant on the last 


day at the season and I 
had 713 home runs, I’d still 
bunt. I hatted .298 last 
season and I could very 
easily have batted over 300. I 
hit the ball to right field lots 
of times to help the team 
when I might have waited for 
a gopher ball. 1 played 
injured, because I wanted to 
help Pat Jarvia see if he 
could win 20 games (Jarvia, a 
right-handed pitcher, ended 
up 16-16). 

As to playing when I 
might be better off retired. 1 
will know when that moment 
conies. I wiil not play for 
statistics, I will play for 
cliempkinships. When I can¬ 
not, I will not play at all.” 

I have a feeling both The 
Babe and the league are in 
trouble from Bad Henry, who 
would rather be in the world 
series than the World. Al¬ 
manac, and go down in the 
record books for the home 
runs he caught as much as 
for those he hit. >

The "pulsometer" enables 
doctors to quickly calculate a 
patient's pulse end the 
"mareographe" shows tides 
and records elapsed time tor 
yachtsmen. 

The latest advance in Swisa 
watchmaking, Altorfer said, 
waa the quartz watch. "With 
accuracy up to one minute a 
year, it Is the most precise 
timepiece in the world," he 
explained. "But it is still in 
the early stages of production 
and considerably expensive."

At a news conference Tues¬ 
day afternoon, Barrett re¬ 
leased a copy of the letter 
which he aent to the lieuten- 
antrgovernor, challenging the 
government’s right to spend 
public money for 1 advertising 
without either a specific vote 
approved by the legislature or 
e special cabinet warrant. 

If Nicholson replies that ths 
government has the authority 
to spend public funds for 
advertising explaining the ef¬ 
fects of its policies, Barrett 
H»4. "ttwn fm going to nub- 
mh «n «Jv«rti»mg bod*»t q t 
my own. There etwuld be 
nley tor all, epecial prlvliegea 
tor none." 

Taxes Pay 

In his letter Barrett asked 
this question of Nicholson: 

' Baa youi’ office been asked to 
approve a warrant expending 
public money for political 
rather than public purposes." 

The NDP leader added: 
"The matter which has raised 
this technical question is me 
publication of ^ purely polity 
cal debate in the form of 
e x p e n sive advertisements 
throughout British Columbia 
last Saturday, June 19, 1971. 

"I feel bound to examine 
this subject sinoe although tlie 
advertising purports to lie 
authorized by Hi* government 
it mentions the leader of the 
opposition and enters intri a 
one-side political debate winch 
lias been publicized and 
charged to die taxpayers of 
British Columbia " 

Fact Ignored 

Barrett told reporters he 
would correct the "inisinfoi 
t nation" contained in the 
government advertisement by 
quoting figures from the 
same federal sources. 

The ad claimed during a 
period from Jan. 16 to May 22 
rhia year, according to the 
Dominion Bureau of Static 
tics, 53,000 new jobs opened 
up in the province. Comparing 
the month, of May to the 
same period In 1970, the 
increase was 27.000 

The NDP leader said the ad¬ 
vertisement ignored the fact 
that aeasonally adjusted un¬ 
employment figures for May, 
1070, stood at 55,000 or 6.4 per 
cent of the B.C. labor force 
and in the tame month this 
year had climbed to 69.000 or 
7.7 percent. 

Non-Policies 

"'Diet is a 1.3 per cent 
Increase 1 n unemployment 
which must be directly at¬ 
tributed to the non-policies of 
this Social Credit govern¬ 
ment," he said. 

"We have galloping unem¬ 
ployment yet tiie premier 
nnnke newspaper ads will 
wash that away. He will go to 
any length to protect his 
bridge-playing friend, the 
minister of trade, commerce 
and industrial development 
(Waldo Skillings) who is a 
failure at finding jobs for die 
people of tills province." 

Barrett said the province's 
work forec increased by 
16,000, from 886,000 in May, 
1970 to 902,000 last May, 
which means tlie 27,000 in¬ 
crease in jobs during die past 
year claimed by die premier 
actually represents IL.oOO new 
jobs. 

He dismissed die claim of 
53,000 new jobs created be¬ 
tween January and May this 
year pn grounds that bus 
represented mainly die an¬ 
nual seasonal improvement In 
die job picture.

Premier Bennett appealed 
Tuesday for all Canadians to 
support the constitutional 
document which be predicted 
will go down in the history 
books as the charter of 
Victoria. 

As expeeted, B-C. gave 
formal approval to the con¬ 
stitutional charter, 1*71, 
which was drawn up at tha 
conference of first mini*tars 
held here June 14 to 16. 

In Edmonton Tuesday, 
Premier Harry Strom's Social 
Credit government approved 
the charter without reserve 
tion. The Ontario cabinet 
gave its approval Monday. 

Premier Bennett said a 
letter confirming approval* 
ImuI been sent to Henry Davis, 
secretary of the constitutional 
nmterence, and "to make it 
completely official" an order- 
iit-oouncil was passed by the 
provincial cabinet 

It was decided, Bennett 
said, "after proper and 
thorough conaSderatkai" that 
the charter was not only good 
for B.C. but tor all Canadians, 

"J would ask all Canadians, 
matter what their racial 
origins, to support the 
charter," Bennett told a newt 
conference. 

He added: "I don’t want to 
play this oharter down, be¬ 
cause l think it'a good end 
personally agree with every¬ 
thing that’s in it. But it must 
not be judged against perfeo- 
tifei. It must lx? judged 
against the British North 
America Act 

"B.C could well live with 
the BNA for some time to 
come, but I think it is 
important for Quebec, as well 
as the other provinces, that 
Canada should be able to 
amend its constitution without 
going to London." 

Premier Strom said all 
Alberta's important requests 
are given adequate considera¬ 
tion in the charter and he Is 
prepared to give It his toll 
support.

A Saanich naturali.it es¬ 
caped serious injury last 
weekend when he was at¬ 
tacked by * grizzly bear in a 
wilderness area in the In¬ 
terior near Mount Robson. 

Deal Belton, of 2575 Mc¬ 
Donald Drive, was rescued by 
two other naturalists who 
shouted and threw rocks at 
the bear to distract it from 
Belton. 

Belton received a gash to 
his foot, and lost both his 
shoes to the bear, but did not 
require hospitalization. 

One of the naturalists who 
rescued Belton, David Stir¬ 
ling, of 3500 SaUbiiry Way, 
.Saanich, told tlie Colonist 
Tuesday that he, Belton, and 
Mike Shepherd of Vancouver 
had gone birdwatching in tlie 
high wilderness area when 
they came upon ttie grizzly 
feeding in a patch of fire- 
weed 

Stirling described the bear 
as a "magnificent animal" 
and estimated that it was 
about three-quarter* grown, 
weighing about 400 pounds. 

He said die three watched 
tiie grizzly for some time, 
then lie and Shepherd moved 
off while Belton climbed a 
tree to get a better view of 
hie animal. 

Moments later, they heard 
shouts from Belton and 


rushed back to find him about 
15 feet up a tree with die 
hear climbing up after him. 
and tiding to pull him out of 
tha tree. 

The bear managed to puli 
boin Belton's shoes off and hit 
his foot, but Belb a i then 
managed to get above its 

reach.' 

Meanwhile, Stirling said, he 
and .Sliepherd distracted the 
bear from Belton by shouting, 
throwing rocks and making a 
k# of noise end movement. 
Tiie bear seerqed to be afraid 
ef the humans cm tiie ground 
and did not try to attack 
them, tie said. 

After they had distracted 
tiie bear, Stirling ran back 
about 34KJ yards to their car 
end drove it across tiie fields 
to the tree. 

Again he and Shepherd 
made a l-it of noise to distract 
tlie grizzly and when it was 
tar enough away, Belton 
climbed down. 

Stirling said he tliought tiie 
grizzly probably tliought 
Heiton was a black l>ear after 
he had climbed the tree. "It’s 
important not to blame tiie 
bear," he said. 

The beef was quite within 
its rights in attacking us, 
because we wei-e intruding 
into its territory It had more 


right to be there than we 
did." 

He was worried, he said, 
that the report of e hear 
attacking a person would 
cause people to flunk these 
bears were dangerous and 
ought to be shot, and this was 
definitely not the case 

"Even after we got safely 
away, we had no thought of 
going back and shooting the 
bear. 

"In fact, to see such a 
magnificent grizzly was worth 
getting scared out of a year’s 
growth."

They make no bones about 
what party they support and 
both major political groups 
art fairly even in party 
memberships. 

Add this organized effort to 
tiie (act that elections are 
won and lost fci rural Saskat¬ 
chewan, which controls 45 of 
the 60 seats in tiie province, 
and tiie uncommitted vote 
looms as tiie power in today’s 
ejection. 

Moat observers are expect¬ 
ing a liSavy voter turnout, 
higner even than the last 
election in 1967 when a record 
425,403, or 77.1 per cent, voted 
to eiqet the Liberals in 3a 
ridings and the NDP in 24 

A byelection in 1969 saw tiie 


Liberals lose its member tn 
Kelvington But the NDP 
representation stayed at 24 
with tlie retirement of C. G. 
Willis in MellortTisdale. 

The expected heavier turn¬ 
out is supported by reports 
from venous returning offi¬ 
cers following the advance 
voting which ended Monday 
night. In most cases the 
advance vote was sulwtanti- 
aily higher than in 1967. 

Tlie popular vote is usually 
more indicative of support 
tbf»n tiie number of seats 
Won, and on that score there 
was little difference between 
trw Liberals and NDP after 
tiie last election. 

In 1967, the Liberals got 
45.* per cent of die vote 
compared with 44.3 for die 
NDP. With redistribution thia 
year, which added one more 
seat In Regina, NDP mem¬ 
bers claim that their candi¬ 


dates could end up with a 
highei percentage than die 
Liberals and still not elect 
enough members to form s 
government 

t here are just over 541,000 
voters eligible to go to the 
polls between 9 a m. and 7 
p m.

Both tiie Liberals and NDP 
are running full slates of 
candidates but Hie Progres¬ 
sive Conservative party, 
which fielded 41 eandidatm in 
1*67, is lieing represented by 
just 16 this year. 

There are no Social Credit 
candidates but the Communist 
./Party is running one candi¬ 
date, Fred 8chofield, in Re¬ 
gina North West and an 
independent, Dale Skelton, is 
running in Rose town 

The Conservative candi¬ 
date* ha vs been largely silent 
in the campaign.

OTTAWA (CP) — A study 
i-elsased this week shows that 
there Is a gross deficiency in 
day-care services ip Canada 
in relation to toe need, says 
Dr. James Oriptoo, who ana¬ 
lysed toe findings. 

Gripton. of Carleton Uni¬ 
versity's school of social 


wprk, calls the study "a 
report on non-day care." 

Done for the Oenadian 
Council on Social Develop¬ 
ment, a national voluntary 
agency that analyses causes 
of social breakdown and 
change, the study is based on 
a sample of 380 childcare 
centres. 


‘Screening In’ 
Course Urged 


OTTAWA (CP) — Delegate* 
to the national day-cara con¬ 
ference were urged Monday 
to look tor new ways of 
operating day-care centres. 

Mrs. William Bell, s former 
Canadian social worker wlio 
now is a consultant at Florida 
State University in Talla¬ 
hassee, told more than SOO 
delegates that enrolment pro¬ 
cedures, for example, needed 
to be simplified. 

"Let'a screen kids in rather 
, than screening them out," she 
said. Parents wanted day-care 
staff to see them as allies in 
child development. 

Mrs. William Benidickson of 
Ottawa, chairman of die 
executive committee of the 
Canadian Council on Social 
Development which is spon¬ 
soring the three-day con¬ 
ference, said the council 
hopes delegates will make 
practical, financially-possible 
recommendations about Hit 
future direction of day cart in 
Canada 


Frederick Elkin, a York 
Univeraity sociologist, said 
day care should be a joint 
effort with the family. 

Despite attacks on its value, 
the family remained a centre 
of respite and recovery for 
most persons, he saicLJhere 
also was considerable evi¬ 
dence that witliout close 
family relationships, children 
were not likely to fully 
develop emotionally.^ 

Mrs. Rosiyn Burohtyn of 
Ottawa, who is with the 
education service of the 
Vanier Institute of the 
Family, said tlie conference 
Will not initiate sufficient 
change if delegates only think 
of day care a6 being for 
specific groups rather than as 
a provision for all families 
That want to use it. 

Dr. Dtmis Uaztire of Mont¬ 
real said that in tiie final 
analysis, day care is a 
political decision, and tiie 
delegates siiould urge poli¬ 
ticians to implement neces- 
»ary changes 


Ottawa Quashes 
Federal Laws 


OTTAWA (UPii Gov¬ 
ernment House leader Allan 
MacEachen said Monday tiie 
government did not intend to 
introduce national day care 
legislation in toe current 
session of parliament 

Stanley Knowles of the New 
Democratic Party asked Mac¬ 
Eachen whether the govern¬ 
ment would introduce such a 
bill tins session to set national 
standards and provide federal 
financing for day-care 
centres. 

Hie answer is no Mac¬ 
Eachen said. The current 
session is expected to end in 
October after debate on toe 
government's tax reform leg¬ 
islation. 

Knowles noted that the 
Canadian Council on Social 


D e velopment reported re¬ 
cently that many day-care 
centre! in Canada do not 
meet "reasonable standards 
of liealto and safely." 

A federal act to finance and 
set standards tor day-care 
centres also was one of tiie 
recommendations of the re¬ 
cent royal commission on toe 
status of women. 


Estimates made from tiie 
sample put the number of 
c h i 1 d-care centres-nursery 
schools, day-care centres and 
others — in Canada In 1968 at 
1,412 serving 54,100 children. 

But only about 13,000 of 
these childrep had working 
mothers and were in day-ogre 
rather than half-day nursery 
school programs, Gripton said 
in an interview. 

This correspondent roughly 
with a 196T study showing 
that less than 9 per pent mt 
the 357.000 children of work¬ 
ing mothers attended guoup- 
care oentres. 

Substantial funds tor day¬ 
care services are needed, 
Gripton said. Services also 
had to be made more acces- 
aibie. 

The study, done with the 
aid of a federal welfare grant, 
also found major deficiencies 
in facilities. 

Some of the deficiencies 
constituted unnecessary haz¬ 
ards to health and safety 
while others indicated un¬ 
comfortable Quarters. 

". f . Many centres offered 
unimaginative and sterile en¬ 
vironments for tiie education 
and social development of 
young children," toe. study 
said. 

Health and safety deficien¬ 
cies included lack of pro¬ 
tective caps on electrical 
outlets, ungarded fireplaces 
or radiators, insufficent exits, 
lack of fire extinguishers and 
unfenced or non-existent play 
areas. 

Admissions policies in the 
390 centres sampled were 
generally elastic and 85 i«er 
cent did not exclude children 
with special problems. 

Staff members were not 
required to have a medical 
examination in 31 per cent of 
centres, and almost half did 
not require examinations fur 
children. Almost one-thud had 
no parental consent to ar¬ 
range for a child’s emergency 
treatment. 

More than one-third did not 
employ full-time teachers an d 
24 per cent of all staff did not 
have high school graduation 
although most had taken 
some child-care courses. 

Day-care centres were 
found to he su)>erior. how¬ 


ever, to both nursery schools 
and centres serving children 
with special needs in both 
facilities and health care. 
This might be because of 
stringent health rules under 
day-care legislation in On¬ 
tario, where a disproportion¬ 
ate numb®' of centres were 
located. 

The study found that most 
child-care centres were pri¬ 
vately sponsored, 80 per cent 
were open fiva days a week, 
and 25. per cent operated 
throughout the year. 

Moat children enrolled were 
between three and five years 
of age and 16 per cent of 

them suffered from factors 
such as cultural deprivation 
or behavior problems. 

Feet for most day-care 
rentrea ranged between $41 to 
$70 a month, compared with 
the $11 to $30 range for 
almost half of the nursery 
schools.

HALIFAX (CP) — A 
hranch of die International 
B1 r t h r i ght Organization, 
which calls itself an "slter- 
natlve to abortion" for women 
with unwanted pregnancies, 
will open a pregnancy distress 
centre in the Halifax-Dart- 
mouth area. 

Birthright, founded by Mrs. 
Loulae Summerhlll of Toronto 
in 1968, has branches in many 
parta of the world, Including 
It)# United Kingdom, Aus- 
hflie, Canada and the United 
States. 

Last April Mrs. Summerhlll 
was Invited to Halifax by the 


Catholic Social Services Com¬ 
ission to disouss the prospect 
of opening a pregnancy dis¬ 
tress centre here. 

Rev. Stephen Carew, 
director of the family-life 
committee of Catholic Social 
.Services, and one of Hie 
pe >|»le instrumental in estab¬ 
lishing a looal hranch of 
Birthright, descried in an 
interview the philuaophy of 
the organization. 

It la "strictly pro-life," he 
said, "based on the concept 
that every mother has the 
right to give birth and the 
fetus the right of birth." 

The pregnancy distress 


centre would be run by a 
board of directors, composed 
of clergymen of various de¬ 
nominations, professional and 
private individuals. 

Mrs. Eileen Dunlop, execu¬ 
tive secretary of the family- 
life committee, described the 
centre as "a place far 
pregnant girls to go to" and 
‘ people to turn to." 

Mrs. Dunlop said it will 
employ such community re¬ 
sources es e St. Mary's 
University “help line," social 
workers and children’s aid 
services.

The change stems from a 
B.C. Appeal Court ruling 
Monday in Vancouver that 17- 
ye.u-iilda sIhhjI d he beat d in 
juvenile courts, rather than 
anult courts, because a fed¬ 
eral proclamation of last Oct. 
6 (tutting them in adult courts 
was an infringement on pre¬ 
vious provincial jurisdiction 
over persons of that age. 

Fir*t reports Monday after 
the ruling said two problem* 
might result, since there was 
a (teriod from April 5 to 
Monday when 17-year-old* 
were heard in adult courts — 
due to a mid-court ruling on 
the complex case. 

Thn*e problems were the 
"fate* of 17-year-olds who were 
jailed, fined or put on proba¬ 
tion in that period and of 17- 
year-olds who were com¬ 
mitted during the same 
period to trial in a higher 
coqrt. 

The sources indicated the 
jail terms, fines and pro¬ 
ha tionary period* will eland 
because they were “good 
law’’ at the time. 

However, the policy of 
staying all matters not yet 
completed will mean 17-year- 
olds committed to a higher 
court for trial will lie brought 
into juvenile court and pro¬ 
ceedings will start all over 
again. 

This will apply particularly 
to a 17-year-old Victoria youth 
charged with attempted 
murder after an attack during 
the night of March 4-5 on 
Fiona Fay Boucher, 2, of 643 
John. 

He never appeared in juven¬ 
ile court and will be charged 
there shortly. It was expected 
he might be raised to adult 
court to face a preliminary 
hearing similar to the one 
that led to his committal, 
although the hearing could be 
waived, and then proceed to a 
higher court as scheduled 
next fall. 

Attorney-General Peterson 
is in Hong Kong during a 
lengthy tour of Pacific Rim 
countries and his department 
said nothing about a possible 
final appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Canada. Such an 
appeal could take a year or 
more and delays in court 
cases involving 17-year-olds 
for that long would give the 
courts a backlog impossible to 
dissolve.

On 
this deal from match 
play, only one declarer 
possessed the neces¬ 
sary technique to bung 
home the game «>n-> 
tract. 

South had Big- 
duhhed hie way to 
four spades. West, who 
had called strongly in 
diamonds, opened the 
diamond king and con¬ 
tinued with the ace, 
ruffed by declarer. 

In Room 1. de¬ 
clarer now played a Opening lead: kiag of 0 • 
trump to the ace and a 

trump back. East topped up with the queen on Uie second 
round and returned a heart, covered by South s ten and 
West’s jack. West exited with a club and eventually the 
contract was defeated, for declarer could not avoid the 
loss of another heart trick. 

In Room 2, South decided to shift to dubs after 
playing only one round of trump*. This gambit was 
reasonably safe, as it was improbable that East was short 
on clubs, or that West could ruff a club with a low trump. 

When West showed out on the third club, declarer led 
a trump. East won (he queen and correctly returned a 
heart, but after winning the jack West had no safe exit 
card and bad to return a red suit, giving declarer the 
contract.

Union officials were hard at 
work Tuesday on plans for a 
strike Saturday that would 
involve more than 4,500 
salmon net fishermen on the 
B.C. coast. 

A joint statement from the 
United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers' Union and the Na¬ 
tive Brotherhood indicated 
there was little left to do but 
attend to the details for a 
strike. 

Meetings between the 
union* and the Fisheries 
Association of B.C. broke off 
Tuesday. 

The unions said in their 
statement they were agree¬ 
able to further talks if Ihe 
association had something 
new to offer. They didn’t 
appear to consider this a 
likelihood. 

Rig Period 

A strike would hit the 
trollers es they approach a 
major two-month fishing 
period. Commercial fishing 
interests were reportedly con¬ 
sidering plans that would 
allow them to continue catch¬ 
ing salmon. The fish, in turn, 
would be sold at Seattle 

This would apparently in¬ 
volve the use of some of tJie 
larger boats as packers. 

The unions report the 
fisherman voted 86.8 |>er cent 
in favor of starting a strike at 
6 p.m. Saturday if the associ¬ 
ation doesn’t offer a "sub¬ 
stantial settlement ” 

The fishermen rejected an 
offer of about four per cent 
more money for salmon on 
top of rates last year that 
were 39 cents a pound for 
sockeye, 30 cents for coho. 
14% cents for pink and 15% to 
17% cents for chums.

Search , Destroy 


In yesterday’s column I mentioned 
the conditioning treatment which should 
be given to the lawn before departing 
on annual holidays. The flower beds and 
the vegetable plot could do with a few 
licks too if they are to W green and 
healthy when you return from vacation. 

Probably the most important of 
these preparation jot* is to make a 
tour of the garden picking everything in 
sight. Take off ALL the flowers — not 
only thaee which are fading now, but 
also those which are likely to fade 
during your absence. I’d even go an far 
as to cut off every flower bud which is 
showing any trace of color. 


You see, there is a iiowerful instinct 
In every plant to perpetuate its race. 
Every attribute and every quality of a 
flower is designed tor the fulfilment of 
this urge — its color, the shape of its 
petals, its fragrance and its secretion of 
sweet nectar — are all for one purpose: 
to attract the pollinating insect so seed 
may be set and scattered, and the 
future of the race assured. 

Once a plant succeeds in accomplish¬ 
ing its mission in life setting seed 
it has n> further incentive to continue 


in bloom, and in fact, mgny of our most 
popular subjects simply call it a ctty 
and pack up for the season. 

If we want our flower l>eds to 
remain colorful right through until fall, 
then, it is necessary for us to frustrate 
every attempt the plant makes to set 
and ripen seed. Hence the need lo pick 
off all the flowers before leaving on 
vacation, 

B B B 

This principle holds for the vegetable 
plot too, and everything which could 
possibly ri|>en seed during your absence 
should be picked, even if you have to 
force armfuls of immature vegetables 
upon your neighbors. Beans and cucum¬ 
bers are particularly vulnerable in this 
resiieot, and the vines will quit bearing 
at the drop of a hat if they are not kept 
picked over. 

A lack of soil moisture will often 
trigger off a mechanism in many plants 
and vegetables to make them sel seed 
prematurely, *nd this is esjiecially true 
of lettuce and spinach.

I tielieve some of my neighbors think 
I have lost my marbles and have 
become a hit "tetched” on this subject 
of mulching, but the fact remains that 
you never see bare soil on wild land. 
Nature abhors bare soil as she abhors a 
vacuum, and she will shower down tree 
leaves upi>n it, cast air-borne weed 
seeds on it, and do everything in her 
Imwer to get it decently clothed as 
quickly as pwsihle. 



I do hope you'll give mulching a trial 
this year, covering all your bare soil 
with lawn mowings or other organic 
•Utter before leaving on your vacation. I 
am sure that when you return and see 
the cool, moist soil under the mulch and 
observe the strong, sturdy growth of 
your plants, you too will liecome a 
zealous missionary spreading the gospel 
of litter gardening.

NANAIMO — Funeral services were held Mon¬ 
day afternoon for Hiram Gough, 87, whose parents 
were among Nanaimo’s first settlers. 


Gough died In hospital

Peninsula Hospital 

Council Firm 
On Control 


Central Saanich council insisted Monday night 
that the new Peninsula Hospital hqve a non-denomi- 
national management. 


Council ttiok the position 
after it heard a letter from 
Mayor J. B. Gumming of 
North Saanich, deputy chair¬ 
man of the Capital Region'* 
hospital board, that Indicated 
the dispute over the hospital's 
future management may be 
close to resolution. 

The new centre, to be built 
on 23 Bores on Mount Newton 
Croes Road in Central 
Saanjoh, is eventually to 
replace Rest Haven, a 56-bed, 
acute-care jiospital at Sidney. 

However, Rest Haven's 
management has told provin¬ 
cial and regional authorities 
that if it is to run the new 
institution, the principal man¬ 
agement forces must remain 
with tha Seventh-day Advent¬ 
ist Church. 

This has been rejected by 
Health Minister Ralph Loff- 
mark, who has told the Rest 
Haven group that member¬ 
ship in the society and the 
board of directors that will 
run the hospital must be local 
citizens. 

Loffmark would not con¬ 
done officers of the Seventh- 
day Adventist Church auto¬ 
matically getting appoint¬ 
ments to the board of di¬ 
rectors. 

Monday night, Aid. Ted 
Clayards of Central Saanich 
proposed a motion, subse¬ 
quently adopted by council, 
that said the hospital would 
he built with public funds and 
must therefore be operated in 
a public fashion. 

Aid. Donald MacLaurin 
wanted the resolution worded 
to make it clear that while, 
council wanted a non-secular 


hospital it did not want to 
specifically exclude as candi¬ 
dates for Ihe board of man¬ 
agement any member "hf the 
SDA church.

Galleries usually are delighted by Chi Chi but he does not 
always ampse the professionals who play golf with him. Some 
of them, overprivileged and over-dressed, fail to realize, as Chi 
Chi realizes, that they are public entertainers, and they 
complain that his blithe capering shakes their concentration. 
Chi Chi understand*. 

"'Diare was this fellow had a baby gorilla for a pet,” he 
said, "and he was rocking him in a cradle. 'When he has grown 
full size,’ they asked him, ‘when he is too big for the cradle, 
where will he sleep?’ ‘Anywhere he wants to,’ the fellow said.” 

Chi Chi paused, his cameo features at peace. "I have won 
tournament*,” he said, "but never a championship like this 
one. My biggest was the Western Open. Now, Lee Trevino does 
about the same thing I do an the course, but he is the big 
gorilla."

But this was in Hie locker room at the Me linn Golf Cki) 
between rounds of the 71st National Open. Does he play as he 
does out of pure high spirits, Chi Chi was asked, or is it a 
calcul*ted performance? 

“Some people have the wrong idea about Puerto Ricans," 
he said gravely. "We are supposed to be hot-tempered, 
troublemaker. If I can show people a happier picture of my 
people, that is a victory. If I concentrated more I could win 
more tournaments but if I can do good for my |>eople that Is a 
bigger victory than the Open. 

"That is why I want to go into politics someday My people 
are a minority group, many are poor, there is so much to he- 
done for them. It will not be before another eight or 10 years, 
but I want to be governor of Puerto Rico. I ll start at the top.” 

Because he declines to talk al>out it. nobody knows how 
much of Chi Chi’s earnings from golf have gone to help poor 
kids in Puerto Rico. However, lie doesn t mind talking aland 
the poverty of his own childhood. 

"My mother and father were divorced.” he said, "and when 
T came home at noon — I went to school only mornings the 
house would lie empty, I icked. so I would go t.) Hie golf course 
and caddy. I missed lunch for two years. I had sprue from 
malnutrition, that is* why 1 am small. Sprue is almost like 
rickets; the only reason I did not get rickets was the vitamin D 
in the sunshine. 

"With sprue you must not eat any gluten or flour hut all I 
could buy was that yellow flower that I would mi* with water 
like a gruel. The sprue still comes back on me. 

"I worked with my father in the sugar cane fields when I 
was six. Then I became a fore caddy and when I was nine I 
was a regular caddy full time, f would get from 35 to 75 cents a 
day and a kick if you lost a hall. I didn't lose a hall in 13 years. 
I was very lucky shooting craps. What I won 1 brought back to 
my father. And throwing coins. At a distance of 90 feet there is 
nobody in the world can throw a half dollar closer to a line. 

"I was a very good pitcher in ( 'lass A baseball. My father 
would say, 'I know you can play baseball but you could never 
piake it in golf.’ So I would have to be a golfer to prove myself 
to my father. Afterward he told me he always wanted me to be 
a golf pit). 

"When I was 19 I went into the Army, to learn English and 
manners, whiuh I had already but did not know it. My father 
had a stroke and could not work. It makes my knees weak now 
to wonder how we lived, my brothers and sisters. I sent home 
$50 a month - my salary was $72, I was a private — and at 
Ft. Sill in Oklahoma they put me on the golf program where I 
could play with officers. If I won $3 Nassau I sent that home. 


"When I came home after two years, I got the best job I 
ever had, in a psychiatric clinic. I got $20 a week and I fed the 
patients and bathed them and played dominoes with them. Play 
dominoes with them and you would not think they were 
mentally ill. 

"When Mr. Laurence Rockefeller opened Dorado Beach, my 
sister said I should try for a job there, i told her liicy would not 
want any |>oor people, hut I applied to Mr. Ed Dudley and we 
played a round to try me out. 1 shot 89 and 1 told him, ‘With 
you to help me, I think I could play good golf ' ile made me 
assistant pro and caddy master and startei, at $400 a month 
and let me give lessons at $3 for for half an Hour. 

"One day I gave six lessons and I brought home $18. 
'Where did you steal this?’ my father said. I told him I made it 
in one day. ‘It used to take me a month to make $18.' he said."

It said the commission had 
“purposely refrained” frupi 
comment and news releases 
on the negotiations, not to

A com I lined meeting of all members of fhe 
l»l|ce unions of the four Greater Victoria muniri J 
Itaiities may lie held nexl week to discuss the 
worsening 197) contract situation, the Colonist 
learned fbesday. 

'Hie meeting wes reported to have been dis¬ 
cussed Tuesday night at a conference of the execu¬ 
tives of the Victoria police union and the Saanich 
police association. 

'Dial conference was called as a result of tiie 
Victoria union's unanimous vote Monday night to 
reject a three-point contract offer received earlier 
that day from negotiators for the Victoria police 
commission. 

One source said the combined meeting might 
take place Tuesday or \V&dnesday of next week and 
would “talk of all our options.” This was, taken to 
mean a broad discussion of four-union strategy. 

The Victoria offer was a 5-per-oent increase 
for each six months of a two-year contract cover¬ 
ing 1971 and 1972, plus a concession on vacations. 
The police union is seeking pay parity with Vancou¬ 
ver—-an inciease of about 21.8 per cent—in a one 
. year pact. 

Increase Estimates Differ 

The Victoria offer w ould increase the pay rate 
of a first-class constable from the present $728 a 
month to $884 July 1, 1972, a boost of 21.4 per 
cent. However, union calculations of groas pay ill 
the two-year period placed the actual increase in 
•earnings at 13 per cent. 

That’s the difference lietween two years of pay 
at $728 a month and two years if the policemen 
accepted the four 5-per-cent raises. 

The Victoria union Monday also voted pen- 
confidence in Lite police commission and said it 
would "welcome informed and independent arbitra¬ 
tion.” 

Police commission spokesman Edwin E. Pearl- 
man said Tuesday the commission will apply for 
a mediation officer and a full B.C. Mediation Com¬ 
mission hearing if needed. 

Contract talks broke down last week in 
Saanich hut police association spokesman Cecil 
Branson said Tuesday the members "still haven’t 
lost hope" for negotiations on procedures—that is, 
whether the dispute will go to mediation or arbitra¬ 
tion.
